OPEN THE BOXES! 


And Settle the Responsibility for 
the Late Election Frauds. 


The Only Honorable Course that 
Oan Be Pursued. 


Names of Prominent Gentlemen Who Were 
Absent from the City April 7, 1885, Who 
Are Said to Have Voted at Long Range and 
Without Their Own Knowledge or Consent 
for D. R. Francis—Thomas E. Tutt, Western 
Bascom and Michael K. McGrath Person- 
ated at the Polls—Other Alleged Frauds. 


The PoOst-DisPaTcH yesterday presented 
some of the charges which counsel for Wm. 
L. Ewing, who is contesting the legality of 
David R. Franois’ election to the Mayoralty, 
are now asking the court to give him oppor- 
tunity to prove. 

No single phase of political trickery and 
small corruption seems to be absent from the 
startling arraignment of Mr. Francis’ sup- 
porters made by Mr. Ewing’s counsel, and if 
even one-tenth of what the latter charges be 
true, the present Mayor of St. Louls should 
blush for the honors that the election of April 
7, 188, brought him. 

The entire public of this community are now 
in possession of the charges, inuendoes and 
insinuations made against the administration, 
and leaving aside the legal ‘ramifications of 
the case, and overlooking the legislative and 
statutory obstructions which are likely to 
delay, ifnotto prevent, a satisfactory solution 
of the contest, the man or men who stand 
charged with the perpetration of these frauds 
and who have benefitted by such frauds if 
they exist, have only two roads to choose in 
consulting their personal interests in the 
matter: 

They can either try to cheek out their term 
of office in silent confession of their guilt, or 
they can honestly come forward and prove 
their stainlessness by demanding and exact- 
ing an open and thorough investigation. 

If the law were not so complex and so cun- 
ningly framed that justice is almost as rare as 
a silver half - dime of the coinage of 1802, whose 
value is quoted at $23, the personal wishes of 
these gentlemen need not be consulted; they 
would be forced to trial and compelled to ac- 
cept the retribution if they deserved any.

'tey-preting has so far provided a safeguard 
for the accused, and great apprehension is

CHANGED ATTITUDE OF THE GERMAN do- 


ERNMENT TOWARD THE VATICAN. 


The Agitation of Unemployed Workingmen 
in England Extending—A Socialist Demon- 
tration—The Greenfield-Smith Fight Aban- 
doned—French International Exhibition— 
Foreign News. 


BERLIN, February 16.—Th6 Vossische Zeitung 
attributes the introduction of the bill in the 
Upper House of the Landtag to abolish many 
of the May laws, first to the Government’s de- 
sire to out-maneuvre the center partyin the 
Landtag, in order to secure the approval of 
the Bishop of Fulda, and to carry the bill by 
the weight of the Vatican adhesion. In the 
Lower House it is not MHikely the 
Liberal opposition will oppose the 
bill. The Germania (ultramontane organ) is 
dissatisfied because the bill doés not include 
an organic revision of the religious laws. 
The Government’s changed attitude toward 
the Vatican is semi-oflicially explained as 
follows: The Government for two years de- 
cided to accede to the wishes of the 
Catholic subjects, but was hindered by the fact 


that the sessions of Parliament were attended 
with circumstances tending to raise the im- 
pression that the Government could be driven 
5 attacks and threats to unwillingly consent. 
There is no longer any ground for fear, there- 
fore the Government has introduced the 
resent bill in the Landtag The bill abol- 
shes the remainder of the May taws with the 
exeeption of the obligation to obtain govern- 
ment approval of religious appointments. 


England, 
THE QUEEN AT WINDSOR. 

Lonpon, February 16.—The Queen has re- 
turned to Windsor Castle from the Royal Pal- 
ace at Osborne, Isle of Wight. 

THE GREENFIELD-SMITH FIGHT OFF. 

The prize fight which had been arranged to 
take place to-day in or near Paris, between 
Greenfield and Smith, for the English heavy- 
weight championship and £2,000 stakes, has 
been abandoned. 

THE FIGHT A DRAW, 

A late dispatch from Paris relative to the 
pugilistic match between Smith and.Green- 
field, shows tnat the fight was not abandoned 
without an effort to settle it in the ring, 
as the first dispatch indicated. It 
appears the two came together and fought 
over an hour with varying fortune, when 
roughs broke jnto the ring and interrupted the 
contest. The referee then declared the fight 
a draw. The fight when stopped was very 
much in favor of Smith. 

LABOR AGITATION. 

The agitation of the unemployed working- 
men continues to extend. Numerous meét- 
ings are being held at various charitable asso- 
ciations in London and the provinces to devise 
means for aiding the sufferers. The fund 
amounts to $155,000, of which $20,000 
was collected on the Stock Ex- 
change. The Lord Mayor, at a meet- 
ing of the Relief Fund Committee yesterday, 
said he believed the growth of the fund was 
the quickest on record. The money, he said, 
would be handed to the various relief agencies 
for distribution. 

THE SOCIALISTS DEMONSTRATION, 

The manifesto of the Social-Democratic Fed- 
eration calling for a demonstration on Sunday, 
names Hyde Park as the place of meeting.

LONDON, February 16.—A dispatch from Bel- 
grade says that a conspiracy has been discov- 
ered there to overthrow King Milan and place 
upon the throne Prince Alexander Kara- 
georgevitch. Several persons who are charged 
with being implicated in the conspiracy have 
been arrested. Prince Karageorgevitch has 
long been a pretender to the Servian throne.

LIFTING THE VEIL. 

A resolution has been submitted in the 
House providing for an extension of the 
powers of the Hanback Committee, 80 
that its investigation of the telephone 
scandal shall be a sure-enough investiga- 
tion and not a mere blindfold pantomime. 

As improper influence has been imputed 
to newspapers criticising the relationship 
of Senators and officials with telephone 
companies, the resolution asks that the 
committee be instructed to find out 
whether telephone companies have in any 
way influenced or attempted to influence 
officials or official action through hews- 
papers acting from interested or improper 
motives; and also whether any corpora- 
tions or their managers or representatives 
have contributed large sums of money 
for campaign purposes for the priv- 
lege of naming Judges of United 
States courts which have to decide 
cases in which such corporations are in- 
terested. 7 

There has been so much sham investiga- 
tion that itis no longer the terror that it 
should be to evil-doers. But the well- 
known story about how a contribution to 
the Republican campaign fund in 1880 
controlled the appointment of a Judge of 
the Supreme Court, should admonish us 
that vigilant investigation and unsparing 
exposure are necessary to prevent the 
great corporations and their lobby com- 
binations from secretly and corruptly in- 
fluencing the appointment or the official 
conduct of officials and judges.

One 
may do himself no damage in contra- 
dicting statements or opposing popular 
movéments; but the truly wise man will 
never argue in public with the multiplica- 
tion table, althongh he may repudiate 
with scorn and contempt the declaration 
set forth in that venerable array of 
figures. 

Mr. Rrronm's statements, as far as 
they have any force at all, confirm the 
belief that the Irish landlords can offer 
but a very feeble and flimsy case in de- 
fense of their odious land system; and 
that Home Rule is making steady and 
appreciable progress. The intelligent 
world is tolerably familiar with the facts 
and merits of the Irish question; and it is 
too late to resort to misrepresentation in 
the interest of Irish landlerdism.

The excuse that the great bulk of the 
sword blade contracts were let to a British 
maker because he was the sole manu- 
facturer who was capable of éxecuting a 
large order in the required time, is met 
and demolished by the fact that this very 
sword-maker had to fill a large part of his 
contract with German blades, a large pro- 
portion of his own make failing to pass 
the government test. If the old man has 
any hairs left on his head, the last one 
will disappear now.

In his defense of unequal assessments 
and of the State Board’s failure to 
equalize valuations among the several 
counties as the law directs, Secretary Mc- 
GRATH says that real estate is assessed in 
St. Louis at from 50 to 75 per cent of its 
value, and real estate outside of St. Louis 
at from 33 to 50 percent of its value. Tbe 
situation would be bad enough if the ine- 
quality were no greater than he repre- 
sents, and every member of the State 
Board is bound by his oath and by the 
positive and specific commands of the law 
to rectify such inequalities.

than any real estate agent could sell any 
ofitfor. It is a matter of record that 
residence property in St. Louis is fre- 
quently sold for 75 per eent of its assessed 
value, and the purchaser is fortunate 
when he can get the assessment reduced 
to the pricehe has actually paid for the 
property. Asa matter of fact the great 
bulk of the real estate in St. Louis is as- 
sessed at 100 per cent of itsmarket value, 
and there are agricultural counties where 
the land cannot be bought for four times 
its assessed valuation.

from the South. They have chartered copper- 
bottomed schooners witb air-tight compart- 
ments in which the cargo is kept dry. During 
the past week between 3 and thirty 
manufacturing corporations in New England 
announced that they would make fortnightly 
payments arid increase the rate of wages from 
5 to 10 per cent. 


Several of the Governments of Europe have 
taken additional steps to further the cause of 
technical education. The programme to be 
pursued is preserved as a secret, as each 
nation desires to establish the most fect 
and thorough system. Technical ls 
have been started in nearly all of the larger 
cities of Great Britain. France, Austria and 
Turkey are increasing the number of their 
schools and enlarging their scope. 


The Union Pacific Railway Company has 
contracts out for 26,000 tons of steel rails. A 
German inventor is endeavoring to introduce 
a soda locomotive engine which will be oper- 
ated by diluted soda lye raised to a boilin 
point in a closed tank in intimate contact wit 
the steam boiler of the engine filled with 
steam and water. It is estimated that street 
railroads could be Operated with such engines 
at one-half less expense than horse power. 


All the great labor organization are pushing 
the work of agitation and organization with 
more zeal than ever. There exists in the minds 
of all the leaders an apprehension lest the 
rapidly increasing membership cannot be 
permanently held. The thousands and tens of 
thousands who are rushing into Unions and 
Assembliea are expecting almost magical re- 
sults. Their disappointment may lead to de- 
sertions, as the history of organizations shows. 


Idle labor is being gradually absorbed in 
mills and factories, and in some sections min- 
ing operations are alsoincreasing. Machinists 
are finding more employment at higher pay, 
and railroad shop labor is called for, particu- 
larly in the West, to make repairs caused by 
the wear and tear of the winter’s work. In 
certain sections of the West and Southwest 
hundreds of mechanics have been idle for 
three months, but are now finding employ- 
ment. 


The spring tradeis beginning to show signs 
of vitality in all Atlantic coast cities. Boston 
is developing a good deal of activity even in 
this usually dull month. The manufacturin 
towns of New England are showing a goo 
deal of activity. A number of manufacturers 
who contemplated emigration in order to es- 
cape union control are reconsidering and will 
probably stay where they are. Spring trade is 
— 2 ee ae. the shoemakers and cloth- 
iers, and builders everywhere are full of prep- 
arations. 


The Northwestern lumbermen are endeavor- 
ing to create the impression on Eastern lum- 
ber buyers that higher prices will prevail on 
the opening of the season. Contracts for get- 
ting logs out this winter will be at about the 
same figure as last, and this winter will wit- 
ness the largest cut on record. Last year’s 
eut was about 15 per cent less than the previ- 
ous year. It is too soon to draw conclusions 
as to the probabie course of prices, but — * 
ers are not alarmed sufficiently to run jn 
market just at present. 


Despite the complaints of narrow margins in 
textile manufacturing establishments, a great 
many orders are being given outfor new ma- 
. - One Lowell shop has just received an 
order for machinery to run 47,000 spindles. 
A ‘good many companies are increasing the 
capacity of their buildings by wings and addi- 
tions of one or two stories. dditions are also 
being made to some of the silk mills. Wages 
will be increased in the Lawrence milis on 
March 1. The new mill which two or three 
Philadelphians are to build in Augusta, Ga., 
will be 265 feet long by 70 feet wide, and will 
have 10,000 spindles and employ 200 hands. 


The Central Labor Union of New York, ts 
composed of 101 subordinate branches. The 
printers of New York are discussing the ques- 
tion. of having a walking delegate. They think 
that the system will add 1,000 men to their roll 
within a year. The New York bakers served 
a notice last week thatthey would not work 
more than twelve hours per day, including 
Friday night and Saturday morning. Any 
boss who compels his hands to work more 
will be fined The building trades of New 
York will be run on the nine-hour system this 
year witnout any effort to reduce to eight. 
Several branches of labor in that city have 
opened labor bureaus. 


The 2,000 bricklayers of Chicago have de- 
cided to work but eight hours a after May 
1. The Central Labor Union of Buffalo has 
issued 20,000 circulars advocating the eight- 
hour work-day. The journeyinen bakers of 
Baltimore ere holding agitation meetings to 
accomplish the same result. Nearly all the

Sister Stephanie was the last who saw her 
alive.

She thought 
she was feeling badiy and took no notice of 
her. lt w ess than a quarter 
of an hour afterwards when she was 
found dead.

GRIFFITH’S GUN. 


It Brings a Man Down Aftera Lively Chase. 
Last Night. 

At about 11 p. m. yesterday Officers Griffith 
and Hammetwere sent ona hunt for two men 
who, they were informed, were following a 
manon Spruce street with the intention of 
robbing him. They came upon their quarry 
in the alley on the north side of Spruce street, 
between Secondand Third. A man rushed 
from the alley as they entered, but Griffith 


seoured him and led him back into the alley 
to where a man was found lying insensible 
upon the ground.

SHERMAN-JOHNSTON. 


Gen. Sherman Talks Rather Forcibly About 
Recently Published Articles. 

New York, February 16.—Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man has remained here since Gen. Hancock’s 
funeral, but will return to St. Louis to-day. 
The publication regarding the condition of the 
Confederacy when Sherman offered Johnson 
terms of capitulation, which, it is said, would 
have left the South in possession of its slaves 
and the States in the hands of the existing 
Governments, has caused considerable talk. 
A reporter asked the General about it yes- 
terday, and he replied: 


‘‘T haven't seen the article, although my 
attention has been called to it. I shall not 
readit. The tyranny of the press in this 
country is becoming simply awful. Itis worse 
thon the old tyranny of the slave-holders. 

IT WILL CAUSE A WORSE REVOLUTION 
than slavery did. It will not be bioodless, 
either. Why, the gossip of the press has de- 
stroyed social freedom of intercourse. It 
has made men afraid of their neigh- 
bors. It has led to general sus- 
picionand distrust. No man can open his 
mouth any more and be sure that his con- 
fidence will be respected. No man can write 
to his acquaintance and be sure that his letter 
will not appear in print. There is no comfort 
leftin the land. Iam old and cannot be hurt 
by this condition of things. But it will be the 
bane of the rising generation and they will be 
obliged to rebel st it. There will be some 
sort of trouble, and then the country will 
settle down n for a while. It seems as 
though the man who serves bis count most 
is the target forthe greatest amount of abuse 
in the press.“ 

In conclusion, the General said, regarding 
his alleged intention to leave St. Louis, that 
he would not give up his residence there, but 
would probably take his old apartments at the 
Fifth Avenue, during the two years his son 
will attend the Sheflield Scientific School at 
New Haven.

CAUSED BY DRIXK. 


Sudden Death of Hiram W. Brown in North 
St. Louis. 

Hiram W.Brown of 1102 Park place, a fash- 
fonable resident portion of North St. Louis, 
died at 9:45 last night under curious circum- 
stances. For the past few days he 


has been under the influence of liquor; 
in fact, has been intoxicated two or three days 
each week forthe past several months, and 
yesterday it is said that he threatened 
to end his life. Last night after sup- 
per he visited T. T. Wurmb’s drug store, 
at the northwest corner of Eleventh and Sal- 
isbury streets, where he purchased a pint of 
whisky. On his return home half an hour 
after he retired to his sleeping apartments. 
His wife soon followed an found him 
breathing rapidly and heavily. She at- 
tempted to arouse him, but all of 
her efforts were in vain, and becoming 
alarmed she sent a messenger for Dr. Geo. W. 
Hall, who responded promptly. He applied 
the usual remedies, but it proved of no avail, 
and ten minutes after his arrival Brown died. 
Investigation developed the fact that Brown 
ad emptied the bottle of liquor referred to, 
and the bottle was found under the pillow 
empty. Deceased has for the po two years 
been employed in the ustom-House, 
and charge ofthe West Side passenger 
elevator.’ Liquor seemed to have a resistiéss 
hold upon him. He was a graduate 
of Hiram . being a companion 
student with the late President Garfield. 
In 1878 he was a conspicuous figure in Iowa 
politics and in 1879 was elected Recorder of 
Adair County in that State on the Republican 
ticket. In 1882 he removed to North St. Louis 
and in the fall of the same year accepted 
a position on the staff of the Republican. 
He remained in that position until 1883, when, 
he was appointed by Maj. Whitney in the 
the Custom-House. He was excellently 
related, and his parents, who reside in Adair 
Oounty, are worth over $100, 000. His father, 
Rev. Wm. Brown, is a Campbellite minister of 
Northern lowa. He has been telegraphed and 
will reach here to-morrow. Brown is also a 
cousin of I. G. Buckley the lumber contractor 
of North St. Louis. For the eighteen months 
past thé unfortunate man has been jointly 
occupying the twelve- room residence 
at the number named, with Gen. Coleman, ex- 
Superintendent of Letter Carriers, who 
boarded with him. Deceased was 35 years old, 
and leaves a wife and one child, a daughter, 9 
ears old. The obsequies will be conducted 
y Golden Crown Lodge, No. 68, Knights of 
Pythias, of which déceased was a member.

HAMMERSLY’S BILL. 


A Measure Changing thé Entire Judiciary 
System of Connecticut. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 

NEW HAVEN, February 16.—State’s Attorney 
Hammersly of Hartford formulated a unique 
bill and procured its introduction into the 
Legislature last year. It provided for the com- 
plete reorganization of the State judiciary, 
giving to four or five Justices of the Peace in 
each county the work formerly transacted by 
some 300 or 400. Nearly all business now going 
before the Court of Common Pleas and the 
City Court would go into Justices’ hands by the 
provisions of the bill, and the fees of 


the officials of these courte would 
be greatly decreased. Each Justice would 
be provided with a jury of six 
men and every possible cause, excepting 
‘*drunks,’’ could demand a jury trial. If, 
however, these six jurors should convict the 
accused, he would have no right of appeal,ex- 
cept on points of law. Such a method of trial 
would also cost each county about $45,000 
yearly, besides a great increase in the labors 
of many court officials, without increasing 
their already pact pay. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Legislature to which the bill was 
referred last year, unanimously rejected it, 
but out of consideration for t e feelings of 
State’s W Hammersly did not openly 
dismiss his ill was not reported 
to the House at all, but was continued until 
this year.

Srna SUIT AT PROVIDENCE, R. I. 


- PROVIDENCE, R. I., February 7 16. —The climax 
in the famous Wood divorce suit was reached 
on yesterday morning in the Supreme Court, 
and was abruptly ended immediately after the 
production of a piece of highly sensational 
testimony, the court .curtly dismissing the 
petition, which was followed by the instant ar- 
rest of the principal witness for perjury. The 
petitioner for divorce was Hubert B. Wood, 
a leading lawyer and politican of this city 
and chairman of the Democratic committee. 
The grounds were the oldest known for which 
absolute divorces are granted, and in support 
of his allegations, Wood produced one James 
A. Lee, of Boston, who swore that he dogged 
the respondent to a house of known ill reppte 
and saw her pass in and out in the company of 
aman not her husband. At the opening of 
the case before Judge Wilbur, two weeks ago, 
Maria Douglass, who had been housekeeper at 
the house of unsavory repute, was called to 
testify tothe presence of Mrs. Wood and the 
unknown man referredto. The conduct of 
the witness on the stand was so peculiar that 
Mr. Geo. W. West, counsel for the respond- 
ent, subjected her to a searching cross- 
éxamination that brought out some 
unéxpected developments. At the point 
where a sensation was decidedly brew- 
ing the witness had to be released 
to save her from fainting. She was permitted 
to go with the understanding that Mr. West 
was to continue the cross-examination later.
